Worst famine of century 


The worst famine of this century is sweeping the African 
continent, endangering 185 million people in 27 African 
countries, which occupy an area equal in size to the contin- 
ental United States and half of Canada. Rain has not fallen 
in some places for two years. 

Each day, thousands of men, women and children die, 
victims of an unstoppable epidemic--drought. 

The American Red Cross has launched an African Fam- 
ine Relief Campaign in Greater Cleveland, with a goal of 
$60,000. Isaac Hamilton, who recently toured Africa's 
hardest hit countries as part of a 13-member Red Cross 
delegation, will co-chair the campaign with County Auditor 
Tim McCormack.

The worst famine in Africa's his- 
tory is raging through that conti- 
nent. Drought has hit an area that 
includes some 30 countries offi- 
cially listed as “hungry.” As many 
as half a million people may have 
already died trom starvation, and

Ethiopia has bedrin' the spare 
Hight, primarily because a televi- 
sion camera crew beamed pic- 
tures of famine victims that tore at 
the hearts of viewers around the 
world. But other countries are also 
suffering. In Mozambique. for 
example, 100,000 people died in a 
famine a year ago, and still more 
victims are expected from the cur- 
rent disaster. 

International food aid is on the 
way, but that help will not reach all 
of the victims, due to difficulties in 
getting the food into the remote 
places where hunger is greater. 

The tragedy of the famine is that 
it could have boen averted. It is 
unconscionable that persistent 
hunger in the world’s poor coun-

NAHSE contends that government officials 
Of both the county and the town of Tunica, plan 
to use the federal monies for purposes not 
intended by Congress. This, NAHSE says will 
be done at the expense of the black residents 
of the town of Tunica, who live in desperate 
poverty along the so-called “Sugar Ditch.” 


“We are writing to express to you our shock, 
and concern about the fact that revenue shar- 
ing money, as well as other federal funds (E.G. 
- Community and Economic Development 
Block Grant funds) are being expended for 
Purposes other than those intended by Con- 
gress. In fact, we are advised that the town of 
Tunica plans to use considerable amounts of 
federal funds for purposes such as beautifying 
the main street of the town. 


Cailing for the eradication of 
heaith hazards which emanate 
“Sugar Ditch" area,” contends 
F in an October 11, 1984 letter to Rep. 
ats, Chairman ot the Subcommittee 
i and Constitutional Rights in Washing- 
The letter requests that Rep. Edwards' com- 
mittee conduct a broad-based civil rights 
invéagigation into the distribution and alloca- 
tion of community development, and other 
funds ‘for related purposes, which have been 
awarded to the town and county of Tunica. 


“Sugar Ditch Alley” is a collection of almost 
fifty shanty-type dwellings located in the 
downtown section of Twnica. The alley, in fact, 
lies directly behind the town's Main Street. The 
bulk .of the houses in the alley don't have 
indoor bathroom facilities. Less than ten have 
access to outdoor privies. 

The majority of the black townspeople dep- 
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dak their waste prodacta into the nearby 

**Supar Ditch”, from which the alley derives its 
popular name. tt 18 formally called Monroe 
Ailey. This practice of disposing of human 
waste products into the roughly twenty feet by 
ten feet in size is the accepted practice. The 
ditch itself is within inches of the nearest 
dwelling. 

The American Public Health Association, in 
its publication. “Control of Communicable 
Diseases in Man.” lists more than fifty dis- 
eases, some of them fatal, others resulting in 
mental retardation in children, all of them 
serious, which are caused by contamination by 
human waste products. 

Compounding the above is the fact that the 
local hospital, Tunica County, Hospital, built 
with nearly $1 million in federal fynds routinely 
turns sick and injured black citizens away from 
its Emergency Room. Those turned away most 
frequently go without medical attention due to 
their inability to travel to the City of Memphis 
Hospital, located in Tennessee, which is some 
distance away. 

The federal law under which construction 
funds were granted expressly requires Tunica

Hospital to assure the Secretary of the 
Department of Health and Human Services 
that “...a reasonable volume of medical servi- 
cés will be provided to persons unable to pay 
therefore.” Moreover, regulations issued pur- 
suant to the law specifically prohibits Tunica 
Hospital from discriminating in the provision 
of medical services on the basis of race, color, 
creed, nation origin, or any other ground unre- 
lated to an individual's need for services in the 
facility 


Marilyn C. Farray. a Washington, DC-based. 
lawyer is coordinating activities relating to 
both complaints. Ms.Farray holds alaw degree 
from the Yale Law Sehool and a Masters 
Degree ‘in Hospital Administration trom the 
Columbia University School of Public Health 
and has had some fifteen years of experience 
in the health field. She has expressed cautious 
optimism that the Federal authorities will pro- 
vide prompt and complete relief for the black 
citizens of Tunica, demonstrating thereby that 
both the current Administration and the Con-

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Personal Courage Renews a community’s spirit 


This is a story of personal courage. It is 
about a husband and wife who decided to 
speak out when many others would have 


remained comfortably silent 


The two people are Victor and Sandra Garcia 
and they live in the Bronx. It was Victor Garcia 
who last month witnessed the brutal slaying of 
67 year old Eleanor Bumpurs by an all-white 
New York City SWAT team as they attempted 
to evict her. The police first thought they could 

‘get away with this cold-blooded murder. They 
tried to paint Mrs. Bumpurs as a psychotic and 
said she had come at them with a knife. But 
they didn’t know that Mr. Garcia had watched 
them from his apartment across the hall. 

And he told all. He told how the elderly 
womian screamed at the SWAT team to leave 
her alone as they forced the lock off her door. 
He describes how well-armed and well- 
protected the SWAT team was when they 
entered. He tells how 40 minutes elapsed 
before they took Ms. Bumpurs to the hospital 
And he tell how this Black grandmother looked 
when they took her outside: “She was naked 
Naked . They didn't even cover her up. She had 
a big hole in her chest. One of her hands was 
blown off.” 

Mr. Garcia's account is crucial because he is 
the only eyewitness to the murder. !te was, 
therefore, among the first to raise questions 

“about the police killing. But. more important, 
Mr. and Mrs. Garcia have provided an image of 
Ms. Bumpurs as meighbor and friend, thus 
totally contradicting the image of a crazed 
maniac which the New York City administra- 


tion has tried to project. 

The Garcias say Mrs. Bumpurs babysat their 
son for almost a year and they ask, "Do you 
think we'd let a crazy person stay with our 
son?” It was only because her arthritis, dia- 
betes and blood pressure had begun to inca- 
pacitate her that Mrs. Bumpurs was forced to 
stop caring for the child, not to mention her 
swollen feet which, the Garcias say, often 
made walking impossible for her. 

These are dangerous words -- for the police, 
that is. The facts about Ms. Bumpurs’ health 
and her humanity make even stronger the 
charges of racism now surrounding Mrs.Bum- 
purs’ death. The Garcia family well under- 
stands the potential danger, yet they continue 
to speak up Z 

The Rev. Wendell Foster, pastor of Bronx 
United Church of Christ and a Bronx city 
councilman, organized the first protests 
against the slaying. When we asked him why 
the Garcias had spoken up he replied, “You 
see, Mrs. Bumpurs was their friend and they 
are outraged that the police killed her so sense- 
lessly. It is their outrage and their commitment 
to her and to their God that gives them 
strength.” 

Their courage has, in turn, strengthened an 
entire community as it comes together to take 
action against the Bumpurs' slaying. Ata time 
when this country is becoming increasingly 
self-centered, such courage certainly helps 
renew the spirit.

Debunking 
the bunk 


The belief that the first open 
heart surgery was performed at 
the Cleveland Clinic by Dr. George 
Crile is bunk. That honor goes to 
Dr. Daniel Hale Williams, a Black 
surgeon in Chicago. 

Daniel Hale Williams was the 
son of Daniel and Sarah Price Wil- 
liams. He was born in Hollidays- 
burg, PA., January 18, 1858. He 
first attended school there and 
later the Stanton School at Anna- 
polis. MD., where his tamily had 
moved after slavery ended 

After the death of his father he 
moved with his mother to Rock- 
fort, IL., and later to Janesville, 
WI., wh he remained until he 
gradua from both high school 
and the Hare Classical Academy 
of Janesville. 

In 1878 he studied medicine in 
the Office of a Janesville surgeon 
In 1880 Daniel entered Northwest- 
ern Medical School, graduating in 
three years and setting up practice 
in Chicago in 1883. 

tn 1884, Dr. Williams began 
practical surgery in a Southside 
dispensary. In 1885 he was 
appointed Assistant Physician in 
the Profestant Orphan Asylum and 
later, on the resignation of the 
chief physician, he advanced to 
the position of Chief Physician 

Dr. Williams was demonstrator 
of Anatomy at Northwestern for - 
four years, amember of the Illinois 
Board of Health for four more 
years. Because no hospital or 
nurse-training facility in Chicago 
would admit Black interns or 
nurse trainees Dr. Williams estab- 
lished the Provident Hospital. in 
1891. It was there that he per- 
formed the first open heart surgery 
in 1893. 

During the Administration of 
President Cleveland. 1893, Dr. Wil- 
liams was appointed Surgeon-in- 
Chief at Freedman’s Hospital in 
Washington. He became professor 
of clinical surgery at Meharry Med- 
ical School in 1900 where he 
remained until he retired in 1928 

Itis noteworthy that Dr. Williams 
was the only Black original 
member of the American College 
of Surgeons.

any of them.” 

Surviving is important to 
Rev. R.N. Simpson, pastor. 
Southfield Community Baptist 
Church 1399 Augmont Ave. 
“The role of the church is to 
teach Blacks, not only identity. 
but surviving, We must be able 
to administer, to the Black 
community as a whole. There 
is no isolated area in our com- 
munity, which we as Chris- 


tians, must avoid. We must be 
able to speak up. speak out 
against those things that dete- 
riorate the Black community. 
We must consider the social, 
the politicaradvancement 
of our community as well as 
education aspects.” he said. 

“The role of the church is to 
be to the people of God what we 
have been called to be,” 
according to Rev. Eugene 
Blair, pastor, Hilltop United 
Methodist Church, 99 S. High- 
land Ave. ‘‘The Christian 
church people ought to live dif- 
ferently and they ought to 
respond to life differently from 
the rest of the Community. We 
need to begin with the Bible to 
realize that the Bible has some- 
thing to say about how we live 
our daily lives and be a witness 
for Christ. The church needs to 
regain its respect and influ- 
ence in the community by the 
clergy leadership and mem- 
bership living so that people 
have no alternative but to 
respect them and want to be 
influenced by the ministry of 
the church.”

Colleen Bryce Mitchell 
heads Ohio church board 


Colleen Bryce Mitchell, 
daughter of Mrs. Edna Bryce. 
has been elected president of 
the board of the Ohio Council 
of Churches. 

She is the first Black woman 
to serve in that capacity, and 
the second Black. She will 
serve a two year term. 


She is an assistant minister 
at St. Stephen's Episcopal 
Church where she is involved 
in counseling and special 
projects 

The Ohio Council of 
Churches is a group of Chris- 
tian denominations who work 
together to effect programs of 
an ecumenical nature. 


Mitchell says that her first 
goal will be “to involve more 
Blacks in the proceedings of 
the Ohio Council of Churches 
| think an ecumenical group 
such as the Council of 
Churches should be able to 


neip Blacks accomplish those 
things vital to them.” 

She suggests that the church 
group will be in the forefront of 
fighting budget cuts made by 
the Reagan administration in 
the area of significant sociale 
programs. 

Mitchell also plans to lead 
the drive to make church build- 
ings more accessible to the 
handicapped. 

“The churches are coming 
along slowly but surely,” she 
notes 

Mitchell is an active member 
ot Alpha Kappa Alpha. She has 
served as equal employment 
opportunity administratorin 
the Ohio Rehabilitation Servi- 
ces Commission and was 
coordinator of the Governor's 
Committee on Employment of 
the Handicapped. 

She has a bachelor's degree 
in social work and psychology 
from Ohio State University. - 
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loosely-linked association with the Union of Liberian Associations in the 
Americas, headquartered in New York, say one of the most horrifying 
atrocities committed by the Military regime since its coup d'etat on April 
12, 1980, is the massacré of more than 50 peacefully demonstrating 
students on the grounds of the University of Liberia on August 22, To 
make matters worse, say the concerned Africans, the weapons used by 
Doe's security forces during the University killings were M-16's provided 
by the United States Government. 

A public statement issued by the President of the Movement For 
Justice in Africa (MOJA), Dr. Togba-Nah Tipoteh, subsequent to the 
seized power four years ago, overall development assistance from the 
U.S. Government had increased by 1200 percent and military aid by 
nearly 1000 percent. Yet the standard-of-living of least one-third, during 
the same period, because of widespread mis-appropriation of funds by 
Government officials. : 

According to the statement by the MOJA President. the gross ineffi- 
ciency of the Doe Government's management of the Liberian economy. 
coupled with the increasing incidents of human rights violations has 
served to precipitate the worst crisis since the founding of the nation by 
ex-slaves some 13 scores and seven years ago. 

Reports coming out of the military regime say the incident at the 
University was sparked when forces opposed to the Government 
gathered to protest the arrest and detention of Amos Sawyer, chairman 
of MOJA, chairman of the interim conimittee of the Liberian People's 


Party (LPP), dean of the Faculty, ot Social Sciences and. Humanities. 


director of the Instityte of Research and Professor of Political Science at 
the University of Liberia. 

Dr. Sawyer, the reports state, as Director General of SUSUKUU. a 
Liberian Development Service Organization helping to lead the working 
Liberlan to greater self-sufficiency, has been striving for years to help 
liberate the people from government oppression, and had been asked to 
chair the committee for the drafting of the constitution for a more demo- 
cratic form of leadership inthe country. ~ 

But so widespread is Sawyer’s support among the Liberian people that 
no sooner had he been arrested than the public outcry began. Through 
Liberian associations in the United States and elsewhere, representation 
was made to the U.S. Government, the U.S. Council of Churches and 
Amnesty International with the result that a letter was forwarded to the 
Liberian Council of Churches for distribution to all the religious bodies 
in the state. The letter requested that the Doe Government release all 
politicat prisoners and desist from the practice of arresting political 
dissidents. 


Western diplomats resident in the capital. Monrovia, also met with 
Liberian Government officials to report the displeasure of their various 
governments over the current unrest in the African nation. As a result of 
tocal and international pressure, Or. Sawyer was released during Sep- 
tember but no government statement has as yet been issued regarding 
the end to his detention. 


Dr. Sawyer has suggested that General Doe's call for all persons 
desirious of contesting the forthcoming general elections to resign their 
Government positions, should be applied across the board to include the 
Head-of-State himself. “This will enable the Head-of-State to promote 
his candidacy, spend full time campaigning and bring some vigor to our 
democracy.” Sawyer had said at a press conference. 


But Doe, who had recently announced the formation of the National 
Democratic Party of Liberia as his vehicle for contesting the proposed 
elections said Sawyer's aim was to pressurise him into resigning by 
creating chaos and confugion among the people. according to the Liber- 
ian publication: Talking Drums. :

While area. law enforcement 
agencies are gearing up the 
holiday drunk patrol, concerns 
are brewing among police 
officers and firetighters about 
the proposed in-service drug 
testing plan. 

Columbus Safety Director 
Alphonso Montgomery met 
Dec. 20 with Police Chief 
Dwight Joseph and Fire Chief 
Don E. Werner Jr. for a prelimi- 
nary discussion on the drug 
testing plan. 

Montgomery said the plan is 
“still in the talking stages,” and 
that they have not yet come up 
with a procedure for such test- 
ing. “I think it's something we 
ought to explore,” he said. 

Montgomery and other city 
officials have been concerned 
about the drug problem since 
the disclosure of recent testing 
results that showed a high level 
of THC in 27 of 116 firefighter 
applicants. THC is the active 
ingredient of marijuana, Those 
27 applicants were reportedly 
rejected because they had fal- 
sified their applications by say-

erson has passed those basic 
tests. 

Gebbie is generally the man 
who flies the production team 
to away games. He is also 
called upon, from time to time, 
to assist in the early transport 
of game footage. 

Clay knocks on wood when 
he says he has never had a 
major disaster happen during 
any of the games. That in great 
measure is attributable to 
Prosek who makes sure that 
the tapes have recorded prop- 
erly. Clay says of Prosek. “he's 
a good technician, but I'd like 
to see him be a little bit more 
creative.” 

When WOSU provides the 
video for the games Prosek 
directs the line action while 
Clay handles the direction of 
the instant replays. 

Clay seems to have a better 
understanding of how and 
when to use the replays than 
many of his network counter- 
parts. 

Then, again, Clay says he 
was ahead of the networks in 
such things as zooming in to 
the ball carrier, rather than cut-
